She stood in the

once, however, did Mrs. Harding fait 
er in step or determination to remain 
calm and brave until the last, as she 
had promised on the evening her 
husband died. 
Shortly before 2 o’clock the doors 
of the Harding home were thrown 
open and friends and neighbors of 
the dead president commenced to 
file past the bier in a steady stream.

Final Ceremonies To Be 
At Marion Cemetery 
Friday Afternoon.

9.—Traveling 
slowly through long lines of home- 
folks, the funeral 
train 
carrying 
President Harding's bony arrived in 
Marion at 12:38 p. m., two hours 
and 38 minutes late. 
Scarcely had the wheels of the in­ 
com ing train ceased to turn before 
the bells of the churches of Marion 
began tolling slowly fo rthe city’s dis 
tinguisbed son—home to rest forever 
am ong the friends and neighbors he 
loved best of all. 
Before the coffin was taken from 
the train those who had accompanied 
the body -from W ashington stepped 
on the station platform and got into 
waiting automobiles. 
At 1:12 o’clock the funeral proces­ 
sion from the train 
reached 
the 
home of the dead president’s father, 
Dr. George T. Harding, Sr., and the 
body was reverently caried into the 
house for a brief privacy before it 
was to lie in state. 
Widow Last to Leave Train. 
Mrs. Harding still calm and com­ 
posed w as one of the last to leave the 
train. 
As the cortege had neared 
Marion she had sat by the window of 
her compartment looking out upon 
the silent crowds comprised of some 
whom she had known since girlhood 
and upon the scenes she had known 
and w ith her husband loved above 
and beyond any 
of 
the 
w'onderful 
scenes they had seen on the recent 
and ill destined trip. 
The funeral 
train for nearly two 
hours before reaching Marion passed 
through country intimately associat­ 
ed with the life of the dead president. 
There was 
Mansfield, 
visited by 
Harding as a boy enjoying the infre­ 
quent trips “to the city” for Mans­ 
field then wras the largest place in 
this section of the state. During the 
campaign of 1920 Mr. Ilarding often 
motored to Mansfield in search of re­ 
creation on the golf links. 
Then there w*as 
little 
Caledonia, 
where Warren Harding spent his boy­ 
hood. 
When he became president 
the proud citizens of Caledonia erect 
ed avlarge sign board beside the Erie 
railroad tracks 
and 
painted on it, 
“Harding’s boyhood home.” 
Today 
the sign 
so 
proudly 
erected 
was 
draped in mourning. The citizens of 
Caledonia wrere proud even in their 
grief for the 
boy 
who had lived 
among them had fought a good fight. 
Before 
reaching 
Caledonia, 
the 
black draped train passed within two 
miles of the old Harding homstead at 
Blooming Grove, purchased by Mr. 
Harding last spring, nc^t as was said 
then to provide a home for him on 
leaving the wrhite house but to pre­ 
vent the farm from getting into the 
hands of those who might commer­ 
cialize it. 
He deeded 
it 
several 
months ago to his two nephews, 
George T. Harding III and Warren 
Harding. 
Everyone 
along 
the 
way 
from 
Mansfield, the passing of the train 
was marked by an almost continuous 
Ihrong. 
They were gathered in the 
villages, they stood at the road cross 
ings, and many looked on from corn 
and oats fields, and pastures.

came to pay a final tribute to the 
dead In the last car who in life had 
known so many of them and so wel 
that he called them by their first 
names and they spoke of him, not as 
“Mr. 
President”

Dr 
Walker left Sedalia in November 
1922, without knowledge of the then 
Mrs. Walker, and December 4 of that 
year Mrs. W alker filed a suit for 
maintenance. Later this suit was dis 
missed and a suit for divorce wras 
fil£d and granted in the circuit court 
Dr. Walker returning to Sedalia for 
the settlem ent leaving soon thereaf­ 
ter for the new home. 
Dr. Walker’s 
marital experiences 
have been varied, he having been 
three times married and three times 
divorced, according to local court rec 
ords.

Back to Father's Home 
MARION, Ohio, Aug. 9.—The body 
of Warren Harding passed through 
the door of his father's home and in 
to the parlor at 1:12 o’clock this aft 
ernoon to rest there until tomorrow 
when it is moved probably for the 
last time to the Marion cemetery for 
commitment. 
It was followed a moment later by 
Mrs. Florence Kling Harding, 
who 
stepped with firm tread from 
the 
automobile at 
the 
curbstone 
and 
w alked slowiy beside George Chris­ 
tian Jr., into the room where the 
cask et was resting. 
The eight cab­ 
inet officers formed, four on each 
side of the pathway, as the widow 
walked up the pathway and then en­ 
tered in columns of twos, heads still 
uncovered and bowed. 
The little frame house had been

The efforts of the New York public 
schools to add bricklaying to the courses 
they offer will be watched with wide in­ 
terest. More and more parents all over the 
United States are coming to hold the opin­ 
ion that they can render their boys no bet­ 
ter service educationally in this day and 
time than to see that they learn some trade 
and learn it thoroughly; and bricklaying at 
present is one of the best paid of any of the 
trades. 
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HOW TO PREVENT AUTO ACCIDENTS. 


In a report submitted to the National 
Bureau of Casualty and Surety Under­ 
writers, William J. Cox, engineer in charge 
of traffic research, shows that since 1919 
automobile fatalities throughout the coun­ 
try in general have increased 42 per cent. 
Mr. Cox finds, however, that in three 
states, Maryland, Massachusetts and Con­ 
necticut, fatalities have decreased 2 per 
cent. 
This latter discovery is exceedingly in­ 
teresting and one is instantly filled with 
curiosity as to the 
reason 
why in these 
three states there should have been a fal- 
ing off in automobile accidents, whereas in 
the country in general there has been an 
appealing increase. 
Mr. Cox holds that 
there is no dout>t as to the reason. 
It is 
found in the fact that these three states ex­ 
ercise a stricter supervision than the others 
in the issuing of 
motor 
licenses and in 
guarding against their abuse. 
Says Mr. 
Cox: 
“Thirty-three 
of the 
forty-eight 
states make no attempt whatever to 
exercise direct supervision 
over the 
great bulk of their highway 
users, 
while forty-one 
states 
make no at­ 
tempt to determine the fitness of these 
citizens to use the highway. 
Of the 
seven states remaining, the supervision 
of motor-vehicle operators exercised 
is of varying stringency, so that there 
are actually only four or five states in 
the union which observe the strict de­ 
gree of supervision which should be 
the universal rule.” 
Appalled by the enormous and rapidly in­ 
creasing death toll in automobie accidents, 
people often ask despairingly what can be 
done and gloomily conclude that there is 
no effective and practicable remedy. But 
the record in Maryland, Massachusetts and 
Connecticut seems to show pretty plainly 
that there is an effective remedy and one 
easily applied. 
These states do not issue 
motor licenses to anybody and eVerybody. 
They require a driver to demonstrate his 
fitness before he is given the privilege of 
operating a motor car in the streets or on 
the* highways. 
The results, as stated by 
Mr. Cox, have certainly been impressive 
xiough, one 
would 
think, to induce all 
her states to adopt the same policy. 


FREE SPEECH WINS A VICTORY. 


From the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 
New Mexico is unfortunate in having 
certain judges, but she is fortunate in hav­ 
ing a governor who has the power, courage 
and enlightenment to nullify the actions of 
those judges. If she had not been so for­ 
tunate, Carl A. Magee, a newspaper editor 
of Albuquerque, might have had to spend 
18 months in jail and pay a fine of $4,000 
for expressing his unquestioned right to 
criticisé the acts of public officials. 
A more glaring case of attempted op­ 
pression would be hard to find. Believing 
that the courts in Las Vegas county were 
controlled by a political machine, Magee 
wrote and published editorials calling at­ 
tention to the condition, and admonishing 
the people to remedy it with their votes. 
He called it “an attempt to arouse the pub­ 
lic conscience.” 
A tyrannical judge held 
that such an attempt constituted an effort 
to “bring the courts into contempt,” and 
imposed a ferocious sentence upon the edi­ 
tor. 
If this was a sample of the court's prac­ 
tices, it deserved more 
public 
contempt 
than any editor could possibly bring upon 
it. In pardoning Magee and remitting the 
fines, 
Governor Hinkle 
described 
the 
prosecution as “a persecution and a con­ 
spiracy, and the whole procedure a blot 
and a disgrace upon the name of New 
Mexico.” 
The description seems appro­ 
priate and even restrained. 
With such a 
governor in office, free speech appears to 
be safe in New Mexico for the present—at 
least as long as it comes within the execu­ 
tive province.

AGITATORS RUSH 
TO GERMANY NOW 


BERLIN, August 9.—Germany 
Is 
rapidly displacing Switzerland as a 
center for all sorts of political agita­ 
tors and refugees. They are attract­ 
ed here by the falling mark and the 
tolerant attitude of the government. 
Switzerland rapidly is losing favor 
with radicals of all sorts. Persians, 
Turks, Indians, Egyptians, Arabs and 
Tunisians are so numerous in this 
city that they have united in the erec­ 
tion of a Mohammedan mosque in 
one of the best residential sections of 
west Berlin. 
Mohammedanism gained consider­ 
able foothold in Germany during the 
war. Many Mohammedans who were 
fighting with the Russian forces were 
taken prisoners by the Germans, or 
voluntarily gave themselves into Ger­ 
man hands, 
because 
they did not 
wish to fight 
against 
the 
Isamie 
brothers, the Turks. 
These Moham­ 
medans were treated with great con­ 
sideration by 
the 
Germans, 
who 
placed them in a camp at Wuendorf, 
a Berlin suburb. A mosque was erect­ 
ed there for them, and they were 
given opportunity to live in accord­ 
an ce with 
their 
religion. 
In fact, 
j they were guests of Germany, rather 
¡than prisoners. 
j 
The missionary who is directing 
the construction of the new mosque 
belongs to an Indian Islamic move­ 
ment which has over 500,000 adher­ 
ents and is seeking to make the fol­ 
lowers of Islam less fatalistic, with­ 
out altering in any way the teachings 
of the Koran. 
These reformers are 
called Ahmadiaten, and seek to win 
their fellow-religionlsts 
away from 
the blind acceptance of the phrase, 
“Whatever happens is the will of 
Allah." 
In other words, they would 
persuade Mohammedans throughout 
the world that they need not submit 
to Christian domination; that a holy 
war Is capable of freeing Islam if 
jthe followers of the true faith will 
throw off the spirit of the east and 
act with greater independence.

be replaced by the loving hands of 
fellow tow’nsmen; the cavalcade

troops which escorted the body of a 
commander-in-chief will be replaced 
by homefolks doing their last duty 
for a friend and neighbor.

ture in the great vaulted dome of the 
capítol where the shades of the na­ 
tion’s other great dead looked down 
on the solemn ceremony will give 
way to simple scene in the Marion 
cemetery which will commit Warren 
Harding to the tomb like other na­ 
tive sons before him.

COOL, REFRESHING VEGE- 
TABLES 


T X /H E N the racrcurr is soaring 
v v 
up in the nineties, cooling 
dishes are the only ones that ap­ 
peal to the appetite. 
We must have vegetables to give 
our food the proper balance aud If 
not hot and steaming, then it be- 
hooves us to find some way of 
making them appetizing without 
the heat. 
These vegetables may be pre­ 
pared in the early part of the day 
and when dinner time comes a 
steak may be broiled or a few 
chops and dinner-getting is a sim­ 
ple proceas. 
With 
Uae 
wealth 
of 
delicious 
vegetables to be found at this sea­ 
son, one may have a pair for each 
dinner and never run low on ideas. 
Peas are such a delectable vege­ 
table that they may be served 
often in most families. 
One day 
cook them, dress them with cream, 
and serve in ripe tomato baskets. 
This dish not only gratifies the eye 
but will prove satisfying to the 
palate. 
Peas In Aspic Jelly.—A pint of 
shelled peas will make six individ­ 
ual molds. 
Cook the peas In just 
enough water to cover them, add­ 
ing a teaspooufui of sugar and a 
slice of onion; when tender drain 
and cool them. 
Soak one table­ 
spoonful of gelatin In two table­ 
spoonfuls of water, then add two 
nnd one-half cupfuls of nicely sea­ 
soned meat stock, or canned bouil­ 
lon, boiling hot. 
Stir until the gel­ 
atin is well dissolved, then strain 
and chill but do not let it come to 
the point of congealing. 
Add the 
peas 
and 
a 
tablespocnful 
of 
chopped red pepper, stir occasion­ 
ally until the Jelly begins to thick­ 
en. Pour Into molds wet with cold 
water and place on Ice. 
Serve 
turned on sliced cucumbers dipped 
in French dressing or on water 
cress. 
Mousse of Peas.—Cook a pint of 
peas as above, and when tender 
put through a sieve; add one cup­ 
ful of thick white sauce, one table­ 
spoonful of gelatin softened in cold 
water, one beaten egg, salt, papri­

to taste. 
When cool fold in a cupful of 
whipped cream and pour Into little 
ramekins to chill.
